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results. The first enemy aircraft was seen shortly 
after entry and 20,000 feet below the Article. A zoom 
was initiated by the bogey after maneuvering aft of the 
U-2, Evasive action taken eliminated this threat. The 
second intercept occurred shortly after penetration of 
the China mainland. This was first observed 1,000 feet 
above and 2,000 feet left at the 7 o’clock position 
Crossover was made 2,000 to 2,500 feet in front of the 
mission aircraft going down and behind. Even though 
this was a close encounter, identification of the type 
aircraft was not evident. The description given at 
debriefing was of a shiny plane with a. droopy tail 
similar to the .F4C with no markings observed. The 
third bogey was sighted approximately 60 NM east of 
Nanning. This one was 5 to 10 nautical miles right and 
5 nautical miles behind the U-2 at approximately 50,000 
feet altitude. No intercept was attempted. Four other 
instances of fighter reaction were observed but only as 
contrails. Two of these were between 80 and 100 nautical 
miles north of Kep Airfield, North Vietnam. The next 
contrail appeared 50 NM southwest of Nanning and the 
' last one 40 NM to the east of that airfield. Estimated 
altitude of the contrails was 50,000 feet at varying 
positions and headings. The mission pilot was unable 
to identify any of the unfriendly aircraft observed. 


4 * Sightings : Other than the fighter reaction observa- 
tions, nothing else significant was reported by the pilot other 
than he saw Ningming and Nanning Airfields. 25X1 
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7. Photo Quality Analysis : 

a. The Film Evaluation Report Submitted by 
rated the film quality as good with the exception or 
contrast, 9R metering and data recording which were 
considered fair. Discrepancies noted were: 

(1) Edge static was apparent throughout 9L 
and 9R. 

(2) 5 frames on 9R had metering roll static. 

(3) There were approximately 25 frames that 
had pinholes on 9L and 9R. 

(4) Frilling was revealed on 45 frames on 9L. 

(5) 8 frames on 9L had abrasions. 

b. The Immediate Photo Interpretation Report (IPIR) 

25X1A prepared byl heported the overall quality of the 

film as good With 3b% cloud cover. The majority of the 
target photos that were classified fair or poor were 
obliques and/or partially obscured by clouds or haze. 

A breakdown by target reveals 19 rated good, 26 fair 
and 20 as poor in so far as interpretability . No 
discrepancies were reported on the "B-2" Configuration 
used on this mission. 

Maintenance : Article 383 was scheduled for and 
flew this mission. !Nd discrepancies were reported on the 
aircraft general, engine or allied equipment.
